BEGISTRATION OF VOTERS AT CITY ELECTIONS.

8. F. 49, AN ACT to Amend Chapter 161, of the Acts of the Twenty-first Gen-
eral Assembly, Relating to Elections Held Within Cities and to
Registration of Voters therein.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Jowa:

on said dag of election, shall prove to the satisfaction of said
registers that he is a lawfully qlualiﬁed elector of said voting
precinot. These certificates shall contain all the data showing
the qualification of the voter, as is required for regular regis-
tratien, and in addition, the special matter showing the voter’s
right to a certificate ander this seotion. The proper statement
shall be signed and sworn to by the voter before one of the re.
gisters, and it shall be supported by the affidavit of a freeholder
who is a registered voter in that precinot, who shall make oath
to the qualification of the applicant as a voter in that precinct;
and if the applicant be one whose name was stricken from the
registry list, said affidavit of sach freeholder shall contain the
faot showing the right of eaid applicant to vote in that precinct.
The certificate shall be handed in to the judges of election with
the voter’s ballot. The data therefrom, showing the voters’
name and his qualification as a voter, shall be entered on the
registry lists by the judges and clerks of the election, under the
appropriate headings, and the original certificate shall be re-
turned to the city clerk, who shall carefully preserve it, in the
same manner, and for the same time as the registry lists and
poll books. The ocertificate, before delivery to the applicant,
shall be certified by the registers to the effect that the person
therein named is a qualified voter in that precinct, and that he
is entitled to be registered as such, under this section.

Sec. 8. For every eleotion to which the registry law is ap-
plicable, and which may be held prior to the general annual elec-
tion in 1888, the registry lists for the general annual election
in 1887 shall be used, in the same manner as is provided in seo-
tion 3 hereof. :

SEc. 9. Beotion 13 of said chapter 181 is hereby amended b;
inserting in the second line thereof, after the word cities”,
the following: And in any voting precinot made up of the
township outside of the city limits, whose polling place is with-
in the corporate limits of said city, as hereinafter provided.

.8x0. 10. This act, and the act to which it is amendatory,
are hereby deoclared inapplicable to elections held under and in
acocordance with the school laws of the State.

8mo. 11. 8o much, and so much on1¥, of chapter 161, aots
of the T'wenty-first General Assembly of the State of Iowa, as is
in conflict herewith, is hereby repealed.

8ec. 12. That section 7 of chapter 161, acts of the 21st
General Assembly be amended by striking out the word “afore-
said” in the second line thereof, and inserting in lieu thereof
the words *“for each general annual election.” And that seoc-
tion 3 of said aot be amended by inserting after the word
“B8tate” in the first line thereof the following words “ having a
gopulation of Twenty five hundred (2500) or more as determined

y the last preceding State or National census.”

CHAPTER 49.
CONTESTING ELECTION OF PRESIDENTIAL ELECTORS.

AN ACT Providing for Contesting the Election of Presidential 8. F. 17e.
Electora, Additional to Chapter 6, Title 5 of the Code of 1878.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of ITowa:

8rcTioN 1. The election of any presidential Elestor may be
oontested by any eligible person who received votes for the
same office for any of the causes enumerated in chapter six (6)
title five (5) of the Code of 1878,

8ec. 3. The court for the trial of contested elections for Court,how
gresidential Electors shall consist of the Chief Justice of the **

upreme Court who shall be presiding Judge of the Court
and the four Judges of the district court, not interested, being
nearest the capital of the State—two of whom with the Chief
Justice shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of the busi-
ness of the court. If the Chief Justice should for any cause be
unable to attend at the trial—the next senior Judge or the one
longest on the Supreme court bench if of equal rank—shall pre-
gide in place of the chief Justice—And any question arising as
to the membership of the court shall be determined by the mem-
bers of the court not interested in the question. The Secretary Searstary of
of State shall be the olerk of the court—or in his absence or ina- giace.” °°
bility to act, the clerk of the Supreme Court shall be the clerk.
Each member of the court before entering upon the discharge of
his duties, shall take an oath before the Secretary of State or
some officer qualified to administer oaths—that he will support
the Constitution of the United States and that of the State of
Iowa and that without fear, favor, affection or hope of reward he
will, to the best of his knowledge and ability administer Justice
according to law and the faots in the case.

Sec. 3. The oontestant shall file the statement provided
for in this chapter in the office of the Secretary of State within
ten (10) days from the day on which the returns are canvassed
by the State board of canvassers, and within the same time
